Washington—(AP)— The 
de- 


hates in the Security Council of 
the United Nations drone through 
all the fog- of diplomatic double- 
talk and then—bang! A veto. 


This veto upsets a diplomatic 


applecart. So the diplomats go 
to work on something else. And 
then after a while, bang! a veto. 
Start again. 


By this time, after months of 


reading- about the council doings, 
people must be wondering: what 
and when and how is a veto' That 
question stumps some of the diplo- 
mats, too. 


But to make things even more 


difficult 
they keep on 
talking 


about 
"procedural 
matters"—in 


which no one can use a veto— 
and 
'matters of substance"—in 


which the veto can be trotted out. 


To see how wild and wooly the 


•••stu- aigiunent can be, start at the 
beginning- of the United Nations; 
bei-auie that's where the trouble 
starts. 


UX was created to keep peace 


hy having nations work out their 
problems in fonferenre instead of 
on a battlefield. And the Security 
Cour.'.'il is UN's 
peace-keeping 


Has XumeroaH Powers 


It has power to rto a 
number 


o£ tilings: to listen to complaints 
from one nation against another, 
to discuss them, to 
investigate 


them, and finally to act upon 
them. 


If, at last, the council decides 


one nation 
is 
pushing another 


around it can nail on UN's com- 
bined forces to stop the aggressor. 
That's-the theory. It sounds good, 
when said fast. But-—. There's a 
big but. 


The council has 11 members: 


six small nations and five big 
ones, the big five: United States, 
Britain, Russia, France and Chi- 
na. The six small ones are elected 
for limited periods. The big five 
are permanent members. 


Permancy of the big five on the 


council is proof, for anyone who 
rinubts it, that they dominate UN 
and therefore the world. Since 
they are UN's backbone, they'll 
« 


ve to do the crushing of an 
gresdor. 


Would Never Do 


But suppose some day the coun- 


cil should decide one of the big 
five is an aggressor and calls on 
UN's armed forces to crush it. 
Thig would never do, thought the 
big five before UN was created. 


It would mean they v.",i-e or- 


ganizing- a giant v.iuch some time 
might be able tr. destiny any one 
of them. They didn't want that, so 


they roped the council around with 
certain limits. They said: 


1. In deciding a procedural mat- 


ter—like electing- a council chair- 
man—the vote of any seven mem- 
bers, large or small, is enough. 
There are 60 rules for that kind of 
procedure. 


2. But in deciding a matter of 


substance—like 
investigating 
a 


complaint of agression—no action 
can be taken unless all five of the 
big five, plus two small nations, 
vote "yes." 


Veto C.'ouie In 


Right there the veto comes in. 


For if any one of the big five 
volt.-* "iu." on. a. nviittcr 
<>£ sub- 


stance, the council and UN can do 
nothing. The big- five thought up 
this veto to protect themselves. 


But is the line between a pro- 


cedural matter and a substantiv 
matter as clear and simple as out- 
lined above? Not at all. New 
problem* are arising all the tihe. 


And the big- five argue as to 


whether one of those problems is 
a matter of procedure or sub- 
stance. The line between them is 
thin and foggy. For example: 


A terrific argument sprang- up 


when the council faced the prob- 
lem of admitting eight new na- 
tions to UN. Was this problem, in 
all details, a procedural or sub- 
stantive matter? 


So far in the council Russia has 


used the veto eight times. The 
United States diplomats say they 
haven't used it once. But even 
this isn't clear. 


Some diplomats say we used 


a veto in keeping- Albania and 
Outer Mongolia—two of the eight 
nations seeking UN membership- 
out of UN. 


- We contended that- in 
voting 


"no" against them we were not 
using a veto but just a "no" vote. 


This explanation could go on 


forever—as the arguments in the 
council probably will. Just stay pa- 
tient and hope some day things 
will get clearer.
